Series updated since the May 1997 issue are: population; labour force, 
industrial disputes; housing finance, building approvals, house price 
indexes; tourism indicators, retail turnover; average weekly earnings: and 
new motor vehicle registrations. A feature article on labour force status 
and other characteristics of migrants in the ACT is included on pages 7 
and 8. 


The estimated resident population of the ACT at 31 December 1996 was 
308,500, a decrease of 200 since the September quarter 1996 and an 
increase of 3,100 since 31 December 1995. The growth rate during the 
12 months to December 1996 was 1.0%, which is slightly below the 1.1% 
growth rate for the preceeding 12 months. 


Trend employment in the ACT is at an all time high with the growth rate 
slowing in May. The number of persons employed has continued to 
increase for each of the last six months from a trough of 152,200 
persons in November 1996 to 159,500 persons in May 1997 (up 4.8%). 
The trend number of persons unemployed has fallen from 14,400 in 
October 1996 to 11,600 in May 1997, with the trend unemployment rate 
decreasing from 8.6% to 6.8%, the lowest recorded since September 1991 
(May and June 1994 and October 1991 also recorded 6.8%). The trend 
participation rate has increased for cach of the past five months, rising 
1.8 percentage points from 71.1% in December 1996 to 72.9% in 

May 1997. 


In February 1997, there were 129 working days lost per 1,000 employees 
in the ACT and Australia. This represented a fall of 12.8% for the ACT 
and 3.0% for Australia from the previous month’s figure. 


The trend number of dwelling units financed Gincludes refinancing) in 
the ACT during March 1997 decreased to 796 dwellings, a fall of 1.8%. 
The trend estimate for the value of commitments in the ACT was 

$85.2 million, a decrease of 0.8% on the previous month. Refinancing of 
existing dwellings comprised 24.4% of the total number of dwelling units 
financed in March 1997, which was up 0.8 percentage points on the 
previous month. 


The tread number of dwelling units approved in the ACT decreased by 
5.8% to 163 dwelling units in April 1997. Nationally the total number of 
dwelling units approved increased by 0.2% in April 1997. The national 
trend in the number of dwelling units has increased for each of the last 
16 months. 


The value of non-residential building approvals was $13.1 million in 
April 1997; an increase of $9.5 million (or 271.1%) from the previous 
month but a decrease of $5.3 million (28.9%) from April 1996.

The quarterly established house price index for Canberra fell by 1.8% in 
the March quarter 1997 after a fall of 0.5% in the December quarter 
1996. In contrast the weighted average of the six capital cities increased 
0.9% in the March quarter 1997. In the 12 months to March 1997, the 
price index fell by 2.1% for Canberra compared with a 2.8% increase for 
the capital cities’ weighted average. 


Room occupancy rates for ACT hotels, motels and guest houses in the 
March quarter 1997 was 58.0%, down 3.1 percentage points on the 
previous quarter and 1.8 percentage points on 12 months ago. 


The trend estimate for retail turnover in the ACT for April 1997 was 
$191.4 million, down 0.7% on the previous month’s figure of 

$192.7 million. The hospitaliry and services industry, down 1.4%, and the 
food and retailing industry, down 1.1%, largely contributed to this fall. 
The national trend retail turnover experienced an increase of 0.2% on 
the previous month. 


The trend average weekly earnings for February quarter 1997 was 
$675.30, an increase of 1.7% from the November quarter 1996 figure. 
Nationally the trend average weekly earnings increased by 0.8% to 
$377.00. 


The trend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations for the ACT in 
April 1997 was 1,029, up 2.5% on the previous month, and up 1.7% on 
12 months ago. The series has now recorded six consecutive months of 
increase. Nationally, the trend for total new registrations in April 1997 
recorded a 1.0% increase on the previous month’s figure.

LABOUR FORCE STATUS AND OTHER CHARACTERISTICS OF 
MIGRANTS IN THE ACT 


In November 1996 the civilian population aged 15 years and over was 
233,900 persons. Of these persons, 27.4% were born outside Australia, 
compared with the national proportion of 26.6%. In this summary, that 
group of persons who had been born outside Australia, arrived after 
1970, were aged 18 years and over on arrival, and had obtained 
permanent resident status, are referred to simply as ‘migrants’. 


There were 19,136 migrants, 8.2% of the civilian population aged 

15 years and over in November 1996, which compared with the national 
proportion of 10.0%. Of these, 11,330 (59.2%) were employed, 1,529 
(11.9%) were unemployed and 6,277 (32.8%) were not in the labour 
force. 


In September 1993, of the 11,076 migrants in the ACT who came from 
non-English speaking countries, 35.1% originated from Southeast Asia, 
*22.8% from Europe and the former USSR, *11.4% from Northeast Asia, 
*11.2% from Southern Asia and *11.1% from the Middle East and North 
Africa. In contrast, by November 1996, of the 12,400 migrants in the ACT 
born in non-English speaking countries, 28.2% were born in Northeast 
Asia, with more than half (66.9%) of that group being born in cither 
Hong Kong (38.8%) or China (*28.1%). A further 23.6% and 23.1% were 
born in Southeast Asia, and Europe and the former USSR respectively. 


At November 1996 the unemployment rate for migrants in the ACT was 
11.9%, which was slightly above the national average of 9.7%. This 
compared to 7.7% for all persons residing in the ACT. The 
unemployment rate for females (15.0%) and male migrants (9.4%) 
compared with the September 1993 rate of *11.4% and *9.8% 
respectively. The highest unemployment rates were experienced by those 
migrants from Southeast Asia (*18.3%), Europe and the former USSR 
(*14.9%) and Northeast Asia (*10.9%). 


The labour force participation rate for migrants was 67.2% (down from 
73.6% in September 1993) compared with 70.4% for the ACT population, 


with rates much higher for males (79.5%) than females (56.4%) and 


comparcd with the September 1993 rates of 86.2% and 64.2% 
respectively. Nationally the migrant participation rate was 68.0%, with a 
higher rate for males (81.2%) than females (55.4%). 


The proportion of migrants residing in the ACT who had arrived in 
Australia with post-school quatifications was 53.9% (or 10,314 persons). 
Nationally the proportion was 49.0%. Of these migrants, a bachelor’s 
degree or higher (60.9%) and a skilled vocational qualification (16.5%) 
were the two most common types of qualification attained before 
migration. Of this group 69.2% had their qualifications recognised in 
Australia (migrants from Europe and the former USSR had the highest 
level of skills recognition with 39.7%). 


Of the total migrants (aged over 18 years} settling in Canberra since 
1970, 5,437 (28.4%) had gained a post-school qualification since arrival 
of which 70.1% had gained a bachelor’s degree or higher. A further 9.2% 
had obtained an undergraduate diploma, 5.5% an associate diploma, 
6.6% a skilled vocational qualification and 8.6% a basic vocational 
qualification. For Australia, the proportion of migrants who obtained a 
post-school qualification after arrival was 15.3% 


The majority (64.8%) of ACT migrants were born in a non-English 
speaking country. Of this group, 36.4% usually spoke only English at 
home, which was well above the national average of 29.0%. 


Of those 7,889 who spoke a language other than English at home, 67.4% 
reported they spoke English well or very well. Some 28.5% reported they 
could not speak English well and *4.1% could not speak English at all. 
For Australia, 28.9% of migrants reported that they usually spoke English, 
a further 40.4% reported that they spoke English well or very well, 24.3% 
reported not speaking English well and 6.4% reported not being able to 
speak English at all.
